In Norway and Holland buge tank
scows, which are In effect floating
nquiria, have long been used to fetch
fishes from the fishilng grounds to mur-
ket. Thus they reach the lutier alive

and in fipe condltion.

The iden has been newly adopted
for use on this slde of the ocenn, and
yeveral such scows, have been bullt
for trafic between Cunadian wuters
